LIBRARIAN’S REPORT 


To the president and trustees of Frost Free Library, the 
Librarian submits the following report for the year ending 
September 15, 1923. 

The library has been opened 107 times during the year. 
The total circulation of books was 5,048, of which 3,556 were 
adult fiction, 1,093 juvenile, 192 adult non-fiction, and 207 
juvenile non-fiction. The circulation of magazines was 2,604. 

Fifty-nine new books have been added during the year, 
fifteen the gift of Mrs. Charles H. Frost, and five donated by 
authors or publishers. The remainder were purchased from 
the library fund; thirty adult and nine juvenile. There are 
also three new magazines on the table: Hunter, Trader and 
Trapper, a magazine of especial interest to men and boys in- 
terested in hunting and trapping; Popular Radio, a timely 
periodical for those interested in radio; and The John Martin 
Book, an exceptional children’s magazine, replete with inter- 
esting stories of character forming principles.

The Marlborough Community Nursing Association submits the fol- 
lowing report of Eva J. Burke, R. N., for the year ending Dec. 31, 1923 
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REPORT Obj SUDBIIN TENDED 
OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board and Citizens of Marlborough: 


It is with pleasure that I herein submit my first annual 
report as superintendent of schools. 

Someone has said that the proverbs or maxims of a people 
generally represent the wisdom of long experience. They are the 
signboards on life’s great highway, erected by our forefathers, 
and most travelers accept without question their guidance. As 
a false sign on a crowded alley may lead multitudes astray, so 
an untrue maxim or a misguided habit of study, especially 
when circulating among the young and inexperienced, may 
turn a nation into dangerous or fatal paths. There never was 
a time in the world’s history when the nations were brought 
more forcibly face to face with these vital facts than in this 


transitional period, an epoch of world life distinguished for its— 


keen competition in every vocation of life, and one that will 
demand the rising generation of boys and girls taught in ac- 
cordance with modern pedagogical and psychological laws. In 
this spirit, I have tried to interpret the education situation in 
Marlborough, and alleviate conditions as far as financial means 
and opportunities have been placed in my possession. 

During the short period of six months’ observation and 
direction of your schools, we have aimed to follow the state 
course of study. . 

As far as possible, your teachers have eliminated fads and 
educational fallacies and put emphasis on the old fashioned 
word ‘‘work’’, directing their efforts to the fundamentals, viz: 
reading, writing and arithmetic, the use of good English, both 
oral and written, in composition and conversation. 


Ne fo 
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The teachers have been devoted to their work and con- 
seientious in its execution. 

There is no escape from the fact that public schools are 
expensive and that their cost in increasing. 

The increase in cost is due, not only to the higher salaries 
needed to secure good teachers, higher cost of repairs, the 
doubling of charges for heat, extention of required transporta- 
tion routes, continued high cost of books and supplies, but also 
to the fact that the requirements which schools have to meet 
have broadened greatly throughout the entire country and 
physical conditions considered satisfactory forty years ago are 
no longer tolerated. : 

Our great problem is to maintain our schools in creditable 
condition and at the same time keep within the limits of our 
appropriations. 

We must realize that public school education is the bul- 
wark of our free institutions; that in the rising generation of 
boys and girls lie the latent powers of our republic; that the 
way the twig is bent the tree is sure to grow. Therefore, real- 
izing that the boys and girls of today are to be the men and 
women of tomorrow, it behooves us to act with feverish solie- 
itude in the interests of the welfare of our children. 

It is an essential duty imposed upon us to vitalize their 
education with a thorough preparation in the fundamentals of 
mental, moral and religious life. 


SCHOOL WORK IN THE GRADES 


Houghton ’s system of writing is used and we aim at neat- 
ness, legibility and a fair amount of speed. 

In spelling, your teachers are trying nearly all avenues of 
approach in order to get the word taught into the system of 
the child, viz: the ear, eye, muscles of throat, arm and hand, 
also the powers of imagination. 

In reading, the first three years are devoted largely to the 
mechanics of reading and a taste and desire for good reading. 
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After the third grade, attention is turned more particu- 
larly to four points, viz., (1) the getting the thought from the 
printed page; (2) silent reading under the guidance of the 
teacher—getting of the thought for ourselves; (3) oral read- 
ing—the giving of the thought to another, which implies clear 
articulation and enunciation and a proper expression of 
thought; (4) the development of a desire for good literature. 
In fact, teachers who have insisted that the pupils give back 
the thought in their own words, even from the first grade, have 
developed the better readers under (1) and (2), but oral read- 
ing or (3) seems to be our weakest situation. I would urge 
teachers to put stress on this condition even to the degree that 
it might border on elocution. 

In number work or arithmetic, your teachers are follow- 
ing well known pedagogical laws; proceeding from the concrete 
to the abstract, from the known to the unknown, from par- 
ticular to general facts, from the problem to the rule. 

As far as possible, we keep the work practical and con- 
fined to principles that enter into the needs of the ordinary 
citizen. It has been proved by means of examination all over 
our state that our pupils are stronger in operations and per- 
haps accuracy in the performance of those operations than in 
problems that demand close reasoning and mental arithmetic. 
I would suggest to the teachers that they make more frequent 
use of the inquisitive ‘‘why’’ and give a few mental gymnastics 
in the old fashioned mental arithmetic. 

In geography, history, physiology and other kindred sub- 
jects, teachers who are using the topical or project method 
under the guidance of the five steps in teaching given in chap- 
ter seventeen of the State Program of Studies have obtained 
the better results. 

In English, much time is given to the development of prop- 
er speaking and writing, with emphasis on technical grammar. 
Technical grammar is coming to its old time importance which 
will be gladly weleomed especially by the English teachers in 
our high schools.

In addition to the subjects mentioned, good work has been 
done in paper cutting, drawing, music and nature study. 

Honesty, mental activity and thrift are cardinal virtues of 
our school system. 

Thrift, the art of living within one’s mean’s, the economic 
use of our time in study, the habit of making a small weekly 
deposit in the savings bank, is being fostered by our teachers. 

A system of deposit by the school children was begun re- 
eently by our teachers, under the leadership of Miss Mabel 
Holt. A goodly number of depositors already has been secured. 

Throughout the present year, we have retained 100 per 
eent of our experienced teachers in the grades, all of whom 
have worked faithfully for the bests interests of the children 
under their charge and have co-operated heartily with their 
fellow teachers and superintendent in behalf of the highest 
welfare of the system. 


HIGH SCHOOL 


Teaching corps of the high school remains the same as 
last year, with the exception that Miss Marion Holt, a grad- 
uate of the University of New Hampshire, takes the department 
of English in the place of Miss Edna Merrill. 

An encouraging feature of our high school'is the fact that 
the registration has nearly doubled within the last few years. 
In athletics, a strong team in basket ball has been developed 
and are playing a fast game. Headmaster Bissell, with his able 
staff of assistants, has the school well organized. The school 
has been approved for the present year by the State Board of 
_ Edueation, and I believe is doing work comparable with other 
high schools of its type and size in the state. 


MANUAL TRAINING 


The manual training department is under the organization, 
direction and instruction of Headmaster Bissell. 
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Since September, instead of the usual number of small 
projects, one large practical project has been undertaken. 

Headmaster Bissell reports the following advancement in 
this project, also the equipment. needed to put it into success- 
ful operation. 

Work done by Classes I and II of Junior High School. 

‘““The building at the rear of the school building is being 
repaired and fitted up by the boys.”’ 

‘‘(1) The building was shingled. (2) The three old doors 
faeing the school house were taken out and the opens closed 
and clapboarced. (3) A door was cut in one end. (4) At the 
back two windows were put in; because of this, it Was necessary 
to elapboard two-thirds of the side. (5) The inside of the 
building has been sheathed up to make the room warmer in 
winter.’ , 

‘*Proposed work: (1) Laying a new floor. (2) Building 
a new bench through the middle of the room with a T at the 
further end. (3) Make a drawer, under the bench, with a lock 
on it, for each boy. (4) Build a tool cupboard for the larger 
tools. (5) Finish off overhead for a finishing room. This 
means two more windows for light and a new floor overhead.’’

In the last analysis of education, the principal factor is 
mental activity, the power of the pupil to think. In many 
respects, no department of our educational system will function 
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more to this end than our manual training department. Talks 
and lectures on the planning and drafting the various projects 
will elicit the interest and attention of pupils to that degree 
that will develop a dexterity of hand and eye and greater skill 
in the planning and working out the larger projects of life. - 


MUSIC 


Musie in our publie schools this year is under the direction 
of Mr. Harry Davis of Keene. Mr. Davis, with the hearty co- 
operation of our teachers is doing constructive work and get- — 
ting good results in our schools. 

In 1919, the Music Supervision’s Journal stated: ‘‘Musie 
is the one great universal language understood, loved, and used 
by every nation engaged in the last great struggle—friend or 
foe’’. 

‘‘Musie is the greatest single factor which will soonest 
heal the wounds of strife and bring the whole world into a new 
relation of real brotherhood”’’. 

We believe that these statements apply just as forcibly 
to the unsettled relations of nations today as they did at the 
close of the war, and the big problem before us is to avail 
ourselves of the impetus given to music by the war and carry 
this impetus over into civil life. 

As I interpret the work in your schools, emphasis is placed 
not only on notation, correction of intonation, surety of time, 
rhythm and technical accuracy, but also on a lasting love for 
the best in musi¢ and an intelligent appreciation of it. 

To accomplish these ideals, teachers, pupils, parents and 
citizens must be united in their efforts to make music realize 
its highest mission. } 


PRODUCTS OF OUR PUBLIC SCHOOL SYSTEM 


Too much emphasis ean not be placed on the readiness with 
which graduates of your public school system are absorbed by 
the social activities of life. 
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If I had time and space for the portrayal of the activities 
of all your graduates since the establishment of your school 
system, what a revelation it would present of strength, energy 
and righteousness. No encomium. of your town could be 
stronger; no criterion more just. 

The test of education is the test of life, and the test of 
life is not: ‘‘How many hours have you studied? How many 
questions can you answer?’’ But rather, ‘‘What are you? 
What have you to give? What can you do?’’ 

The stability and commercial life of a manufacturing plant 
depends on its environment, resources, capitalization, manage- 
ment, and finally and more particularly, its finished products. 
Therefore, it is self-evident that, if we are to attain the highest 
type of American citizen as the product of our school system, 
there must be a vigorous, constant and concerted action by the 
three fundamental agencies of society, viz: the home, the school 
and the church. 

In conelusion, I wish to express my thanks to the School 
Board, teachers and citizens of Marlboro for their hearty co- 
operation. I feel that we have a very competent corps of 
teachers, who are working along approved lines and who are 
securing very good results.
